Which ar= 
gument alone is fo eſfectuall and ſtrong to ſty2 vs 
vp tothe obedicnce of our calling that it is able y= 
nough to rayſe vs againe , though we were neuer 
ſe deepe ſoonken in rebellion . A fare pꝛoofe of the 
eſticacie of it may be vnto vs the oft and continual 
vſe of it in the ſacred ſcriptures . Foz ſepng that 
Gods ſpirit in his holy woꝛd doth ſo oft apply it, 
both as a Helpe to confirme the godlye, and as a 
pꝛeſent remedy to turne againe the moſt obdurate 
and wylfull ſynner from hys obſtinate purpoſe: 
ſurelpe, except all the dewes of Gods mercies be 
marucilouſlye dꝛyed vp in our barren hartes, the 
ſame argument if we can well thinke of it, wyl be 
eſtectuall in vs to woozue our regeneration in the 
newnes of life. when God would haue Abꝛaham 
to foꝛget his country and his fathers houſe, to go 
that long and weary iourney into tije land of pꝛo⸗ 
myſe, wer he and his poſterity ſhould dwel after

He knew that obedience was 
better then ſacrifice.; and that Gods people were 
neuer better ruled, then when their Pzinces 
bꝛought ints captiuity their own vnderſtandyng, 
and in ſimplicity of hart wer obedient onely to the 
wildome of God. He had to good experience ot his 


own wildome, and had tryed it often How it made 


hin to rebell : therfoze to pleaſe God effectually, 
be walked in his ſimplicity.O that our Chaiſttan 
29zinces had ſo great meaſure of Gods helpe ſpi⸗ 
tit: how many? # gieuons burthens ſhould then 
be taken from vs, that nowe Chailtian eyes and 
eares can hardly beholde and heare . Yoro manye 
ſynnes ſhonld be extinct x buryed,that now vaine 
polecy doth maintaine and ſtrengthen * The time 
is paſt, and J wpil ſay ns moze. 

The God of all mercy,and Father of all conſss 
lation, enſpire our harts with wiledome, that we 
may Walke befoze God in cur owne ſimplicitpe. 
That what hys holy weozd hath ſpoken, we map 
humbly heare , and reaſon not agaynſt it, becauſe 
of our common wealth. Then ſyall we end theſe
